current fiscal year ending next June 
30 place at $4,095,699,000 the sum 
which the American people will con- 
tribute directly to the government, 
mainly in taxes for prosecution of 
the .war. These estimates, reported 
today to the senate by Secretary Mc- 
Adoo in compliance with a request 
for specific 
information throwing 


light on future revenue needs, show- 
that about one-third the exepnse of 
the war this year has been met by 
taxation and two-thirds by Liberty 
bonds. 
The report disclosed that 
about 


$2,775,185,000 will be collected on 
the basis of income and excess prof- 
its tax returns on file May 4, about 
$348,000.000 more than the 
yield 


estimated when the war revenue law 
was enacted last October, but less 
than the 13,000,000,000 recently es- 
timated.

899,999: from customs $18,000.000.

FRENCH GAIN ADVANTAGE. 
; 
(Cpmp.iied .from. A.. ;P; Dispatches.) 
The expected renewal of the Ger- 


man, offensive having, failed, to de^- 
velop, the allies are continuing their 
tactics of /anticipating the. thrust by 
reaching out for new vantage points 
from which to resist it. 


The French were the aggressors1 in 


the last operations 'of this kind, car- 
ried out late yesterday. They pushed 
out from their lines south of Hailles, 
on the Somme front, their objective 
being a woods situated at about the 
point where the Germans _had made 
their furthest westward advance and 
are within a short distance off the 
Paris-Amiens railway. 


The operation was entirely suc- 


cessful resulting in the capture of 
the wood on the_ slopes west of the 
Avre river, possession of which im- 
proved considerably the allied .de- 
fensive position in this important sec- 
tor. 
The <Jermans-^yidently recog- 


nized this fact, .for they countered 
strongly at night. Their determined 
attack was a failure, 'however, for 
after spirited fighting the French re- 
mained in entire control cf their new 
position after having cut the enemy 
up badly with their fire, besides.tak- 
ing more than three-score prisoners. 


The artillery fire is reported by 


Paris to have been violent last night, 
north of Montdidier, just to the 
south of this sector, where American 
troops are holding a portion of the 
front. The bombardment .was severe 
also along the southerly side of the 
Montdidier salient, as far east as 
Noyon, and the Germans attempted 
to attack at one point on this line 
but were promptly checked. 


The London statement also indi- 
cates considerable activity by the 
hostile artillery on the British por- 
tion of the Somme front in the 
Somme and Ancre valleys, while this 
morning it increased .in the region 
between the Somme and the Ancre, 
near Morlancourt where the Aus- 
tralians recently have made notable 
advances and where yesterday they 
repulsed a German effort to recap- 
ture the lost ground. 


On the Flanders battlefront the 


Germans likewise speeded up their 
fire early today in the Kemmel sec- 
tor, after having worked their guns 
moderately hard during the night on 
the southerly side of the Lys salient, 
in the Bethune and Niekhe wood re- 
gions. 


In Flanders and Picardy there are 
still no indications that -the Germans 
are ready to resume infantry opera- 
tions .on a large scale. Local enemy 
attacks, probably for the purpose of 
"feeling out" the allied positions in 
advance of a big attack, have been 
repulsed north of Kemmel and south 
of Albert. 


On the southern battlefield, the 


German efforts were made on a 
front of. one mile near Morlancourt, 
between the Somme and Ancre riv- 
ers, but was not pushed 
strongly. 


The enemy gained an initial success 
and penetrated the British lines at 
one point, being repulsed elsewhere. 
A counter 
attack 
by 
Australian 


troops fully restored the British po- 
sitions. The attack north of Kem- 
mel was against the French on Hill 
44 and 
adjoining elements. 
The 


Germans gained the hill, which dom- 
inates the surrounding region, but 
Field Marshal Haig 
reports they 


were repulsed finally. 


Almost a week has gone by since 


the Germans displayed any marked 
infantry activity and while the at- 


(Coniinued on Page 9, Col. 3.)

at any cost " The general called up- 
on the American and Canadian engi- 
neers, cooks, Chauffeurs, road work- 
men .anybody he could find; gave 
them guns, pistols, any available 
weapon, and rushed them into the 
gap in trucks, on horseback or on 
mule-drawn limbers. 


A large number of machine guns 


from a machine gun school nearby 
were confiscated 
Only a few men, 


however, knew how to operate the 
weapons and they had to be worked 
by amateurs with one "instructor" 
for every ten or twelve guns. 
The 


Americans did especially 
well 
in 
handling this arm. 


For two days the detachment held 


the mile and a half of gap 
At the 


end of the second day the comman- 
der, having gone 48 hours without 
sleep, collapsed. 
The situation of 
the detachment looked desperate. 


While all were pondering 
what 


would happen next, a dusty automo- 
bile came bounding along the road 
from the north. 


It contained 
Brigadier 
General 
Carey, who had been home on leave 
and v-ho was trying to find his head- 
quarters 


The general was commandeered by 


the detachment and he was found to 
be just the commander needed. He 
is an old South African soldier of 
the <lare devil type. 
He is famous 


among his men for the scrapes and 
escapades of his school boy life as 
well as for his daring exploits in 
South Africa. 


Carey took 
the 
detachment 
in 


hand and led it in a series of attacks 
and counter-attacks which left no 
time for sleeping and little for eat- 
ing. 
He gave neither of his men 


nor the enemy a rest, attacking first 
on the north, then in the center, 
then on the south—harrassing the 
enemy unceasingly with the idea of 
convincing the Germans that a large 
force opposed them. 


When the Germans tried to feel 


him out with an attack at one point, 
Carey parried with a thrust 
some- 


where else, even if it took his last 
available man and drew the Germans 
on to the defensive. 


The spirit of Carey's troops was 


wonderful. The work they did was 
almost supernatural. It would have 
been impossible with 
anybody of 


men not physical giants, 
but 
the 


Americans and Canadians gloated in 
it. They crammed every hour of the 
day full of fighting. It was a con- 
stantlv changing battle, kaleidoscopic 
free for all, catrh-a^^catch can. The 
Germans gained ground. 
Car<*y and 


his men were hack at them, hungry 
for more punishment. 


H was fortunate that Carey's sup- 


ply of ammunition was well-nigh in- 
cxtoaHSlible for he had a !»5g ammu- 
nition dump right behind him. There 
also was a good harking of field ar- 
tillery and the 75's supported him 
loyally, firing 
mostly 
with 
open 


sights. 


Had the Germans been able 
to 


bring entirely fresh troops against 
it, the dotacnmcnt might not havo 
been able to hold out for six days 
as it did. The detachment took its 
place in the Hne'jnst at «he moment 
when the Germans had used up all 
their reserves and the enemy did not 
have any fresh divisions to throw 
against them.

A tremendous amount of Liberty 


bonds is handled every day on the 
stock exchanges. Many men evident- 
ly bought the bonds with the inten- 
tion of selling them at the first op- 
portunity. 
The daily sales on the 


New York Exchange alone run into 
the millions. 


Of course it is better for a man to 


buy a bond with the purpose of sell- 
ing than not to buy at all. He gives 
the government the money. 
But 


where so many people are crowding 
in to sell, it tends to depress the 
price. 
This hurts w.hen it comes to 


floating the next issue. 


Sacrificing the bonds in order to 


get a little higher interest rate is not 
a patriotic proposition. 
It indicates 


that in this period of world-agony, 
when our boys are suffering and 
dying, when our cherished institu- 
tions are imperilled, some of us are 
still 
thinking 
principally of 
our 


money. This is a time when the dif- 
ference in interest return between a 
Liberty bond and some other security 
is the merest trifle, not worth a mo- 
ment's consideration. 


The only man who is justified in 


selling a Liberty bond is the man 
who absolutely must have the cash 
foi 
fami!j" needs, or who cannot 


swing his business enterprises with- 
out it. Considering that no security 
in the world is so good for borrow- 
ing money upon, the latter reason 
must seem valid in only a few cases. 


The government has made very 


liberal terms on these issues, the 
banks, by schemes for instalment 
payment over a long period, have 
made it easy for people to pay for 
bonds. Now it is up to us here in 
Newark to make good on our pledge 
to Uncle Sam. 
A subscription to a 


bond should be regarded as a pledge 
to pay down the real money, not a 
means of getting rid of a solicitor 
until we have time to market the 
security.

charitable now to at-sume that he 
has been made the instrument of

honorable men." 


General Maurlie began by insulting 
France *Mid General Foeh. and his 
subsequent course leads to the be- 
lief that he did this for the purpose 
of injuring the Lloyd George minis- 
try. 
He blamed that ministry for 


nutting 
British 
troops under 
the 


command of a Frenchman, and he 
sought to prove that he was right 
by calling attention in a spectacu- 
lar way to what he supposed was the 
sacrifice of British troops by that 
Frenchman. 
"Where is Blueolior?" 


he sneered. What he meant was that 
Biuecher — that is. Foch — was let- 
ting Hie British bleed to death rather 
than risk his own men by sending 
reinforcements: but the sneer was 
meant not for Foch but for Lloyd 
George, who had put Foch where he 
was. 


The arrival of the French rein- 


forcements on the very heels of the 
sneer would have discomfited an- 
other man and reduced him to blush- 
ing. 
stammering pleas for forgive- 


ness. 
Instead, Maurice went a step 


further. 
He 
charged 
the 
Lloyd 


George government with lying to the 
nation, and did so for the open pur- 
pose of pulling it down in the face 
of the foe. 
Nor was his way cf 


doing it honest. 
When he said that 


he was "at Versailles" when the war 
council reached a decision which 
Bonar Law had said it did not reach, 
lie. must have intended everybody to 
believe that he was present at the 
session of the cDuncil and spoke as a 
witness. He was thus trying to prove 
Bonar Law untruthful by a state of 
facts which did not exisit; for he was 
not at the council and was not a 
witness. 


General Maurice may be patriotic, 


but a patriotic man who lets his 
spite and spleen seduce him into acts 
that endanger not only his own 
country but its allies, and the unity 
of all, may be a worse enemy than 
one who is deliberately unpatriotic; 
and he has deprived himself in ad- 
vance of sympathy for what may. 
what almost surely will, happen to 
lim when he is put on trial for "in- 
discipline."

Care of the Feet. 


Of all members of the body, the 


eet are generally the most trouble- 
ome. 
In fact there are very few 


ersons that do not, in some way, 


suffer from them. Tight or ill fit- 
ting shoes are bad for tender feet 
and also a bad fitting stocking. The 
stocking should always be 
chosen 


with as few seams as possible and 
should be neither too long or too 
short. Foot ills are not, necessarily 
hereditary, but are often due to years 
of improjer shoeing. This condition 
might have been avoided had atten- 
tion been given to the feet early in 
life.Parents should see that shoes fit 
the feet for unless so, it encourages 
all sorts of ills, such as bunions, in- 
growing nails, enlarged joints and 
corns. Parents should also know that 
in childhood, especially where the 
child grows with unusual rapidity the 
growth of the foot is so rapid that a 
shoe that fits the foot today, will in 
one month's time, distort the foot. 


Each week the foot and 
shoe 


should be compared and the shoe dis- 
carded at once when the foot is un- 
comfortable. Perspiring feet are not 
only painful but 
quite 
annoying. 


Such a condition is not owing to a 
lack of cleanliness. 
The disturbed 


secretions of the skin may be at fault 
and these must be changed before 
one can look for any 
permanent 


help. 


This is generally a question for a 


specialist. In mild cases thin stock- 
ings should be worn. These are to be 
changed daily and the shoes fre- 
quently. The latter should be larie 
enough to admit a thin 
inncrsole.

Don't let the food or disks cool 


before you put them in the fireless. 
The food will not cook unless there 
is enough heat shut up with it. Re-

ished. 
Reheat the food before serv- 


ing, if necessary. A small quantity 
of food cools quickly, so either use 
the disks or put a small vessel con- 
taining the food in the regular cook- 
ing vessel and surround it with hot 
water.

23122 for AdvertlSlllCllls. partmcnt of Agrlcnltarc, 


DESTROY POULTRY PESTS; 


KEEP THE FOWLS FIT 


Fowls are infested by two kinds 


of body parasites—lice and mites, 


ice live 
continuously 
upon 
the 


birds. 
The common mite feeds up- 


on them on the roosts at night, and 
after feeding secretes itself in the 
cracks and crevices about the roosts 


There are many different kinds of 


>oultry lice. Those most common on 
'owls are—the body louse, yellow- 
sh in color and about one-tenth of 
an inch in lengih, wiicb remains on 
he skin of the'fowl; the shaft louse, 
somewhat smaller and very pale in 
color, which is usually seen on the 
shafts of the feathers; and the head 
ouse-—a large gray species which 
s most frequently observed on the 
leads of young chickens. 


Lice are not usually very abund- 


ant on healthy fowls ^which are kept | 
under sanitary conditions and provid- 
d with dust baths. 
They \nultiply 


•apidly upon birds of low vitality and 
sluggish temperament, and are quick- 
y distributed through flocks upon 
premises where attention to cleanli- 
less is indifferent. 


For novices in poultry 
keeping, 


and with small flocks generally, it ( 
is advisable to make sure that the i 
ilock is free from lice by giving the 1 
birds individual treatment 
which j 


will secure that result. 
The most 


universally procurable article for this 
purpose is powdered sulphur. 
The 


nethcd of applying this is to hold 
;he bird by the feet—head down— 
and dust the saluhur freely into the 
leathers, using either a small insect 
powder gun, or a can with a perfor- 
ated cover. Pyrethrum may be used 
in the same way. Neither of these 
remedies will probably and perma- 
nently rid poultry 
of lice. 
When 


they are used treatment must be re- 
peated at more or lass freq-uent in- 
tervals, as may appear necessary- 


By 
using 
commercial 
sodium 


fluorid in the form of powder, or as 
a dip, all species of poultry lice may 
be destroyed at one application. As 
the high efficiency of sodium fluoricl 
in destroying lice on poultry is a re- 
cent discovery the material is not or- 
dinarily found in all drug stores. 
With a demand for it. however, local 
druggists will secure supplies. Poul- 
try keepers who desire to thorougb- 
lv" eradicate lice from their 
flocks 


should write the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
Washing- 


ton. D. C., for Farmers' Bulletin 801, 
which gives, with full details of the 
use of sodium fluorid. complete in- 
formation on the contiol of mites 
and lice. 


The common chicken mite is 
a 


very small gray insect which, when 
it has filled itself with blood, 
be- 


comes bright red. hence the name 
"red mite" by which it is often call- 
ed. It-may be discovered, if present, 
by looking on the under sides of tbe 
roots and nest supports, and in the 
wall crevices near them. Where the 
mites are very abundant they must 
be found in large masses in such 
places. They also frequent the nests 
of sitting hens. 
With 
reasonable 


attention to the cleanliness of poul- 
trv houses, mites are not likely to 
be* troublesome except 
in 
warm 


weather. 


Treatment for mites consists in 


applications of liquid insecticides or 
disinfetaiils to t3iem 
and 
to 
the 


places wliere they harbor, repeating 
the applications at 
intervals 
of 


about a weefc until all are destroyed. 
Any of the petroleum products com- 
monly used tor disinfectant purposes 
will he found effective for the de- 
struction of mites.

phia and Washington was inaugurat- 
ed at 11-30 a m. today when an air- 
plane driven by Lieutenant Torrey 
H. Webb, of California, an army avi- 
ator .arose froai Belmont Park, cir- 
cled twice around the field and head- 
ed into the southwest at a height of 
5,000 feet. 
He was cheered by a 


distinguished group of spectators. 


In the plane were 350 pounds of 


first class mail, comprising approxi- 
mately 12,000 letters. Among them 
were autograph notes from Secretary 
of War Baker to President Wilson 
and Postmaster General 
Burleson, 


two copies 
of Mr 
Baker's book, 


"Frontiers of Freedom" and a letter 
from Charles H. Sabin, president of 
the Guaranty Trust company of New 
York to Wm. C. Potter of the air- 
craft section of the war department. 


It was expected the mail would ar- 


rive at Washington within about two 
hours anc} a half.

The mail brought from New York for 
Philadelphia was placed in a high 
powered motor truck and hurried to 
the Philadelphia postoffice. 


The route extends only between 


New York and Washington. Planes 
both ways stopped in this city to de- 
liver and receive mail and this will 
be regular schedule for the service. 


The landing place for this station 


is at Bustlet6n. a suburb. 13 miles 
northeast of the local postoffice. 


A great crowd witnessed the inau- 


guration of the unique service. 


The usual time of travel by the 


fastest trains between 
New York 


and Washington is a little more than 
five hours, whereas the trip by air- 
plane is expected to be made in two 
and a half hours. Other time savins 
features of the service are expected 
to make the saving in mail delivery 
te and from the terminal points 
about 12 hours.
